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Hon.  Secretary's  Report. 


IN  reviewing  the  work  of  our  Hospital  for  the  fourth  year  since 
its  opening,  I  must  again  congratulate  the  district  generally 
on  its  increased  usefulness.  This  has  only  been  made  possible 
by  the  continued  generosity  of  the  residents.  I  say  this  again  in 
a  spirit  of  thankfulness  and  pride,  and  trust  it  may  be  so  repeated 
in  each  future  year’s  report. 

We  have  lost  a  very  valuable,  generous,  and  hard-working 
member  of  our  Committee  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Bible,  of  Aber- 
dovey  ;  she  did  good  by  stealth  and  will  be  sadly  missed  by  a 
large  number  of  people. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  finances  of  the  Hospital  are  in  a 
sound  condition.  We  started  the  year  with  a  balance  of  £10  8s. 
2d.  to  the  credit  of  current  account  ;  £100  in  the  deposit  account; 
and  £100  in  Endowment  P'und  account.  We  start  the  new  year 
with  a  credit  balance  of  £79  13s.  5d.,  and,  as  you  will  see  by  the 
balance  sheet,  the  Committee  have  felt  justified  in  transferring 
£250  to  the  Endowment  Fund  ;  this  sum  will'  be  invested  in 
Trustee  securities  in. the  near  future. 

Mrs.  Dowthwaite  has  been  the  mainstay  of  the  Hospital  in 
again  generously  endowing  her  ward.  Her  gift  of  the  X-Ray 
apparatus  has  indeed  proved  the  greatest  of  boons,  the  cases  under 
this  heading  having  greatly  increased  over  the  year  before.  We 
have  had  to  move  this  plant  to  one  of  the  new  rooms,  the  old  one 
proving  too  small. 

Mr.  Hugh  Jones,  M.P.S.,  has  again  to  be  thanked  for  his  very 
able  assistance  in  printing  the  X-Ray  photographs. 

Among  the  numerous  gifts  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year  are 
a  Wireless  Set  and  an  X-Ray  Screen.  I  am  sure  everyone  will 
join  in  thanking  Captain  and  Mrs.  Nanney-Wynn  for  presenting 
the  wireless  set,  thus  enabling  every  patient,  when  well  enough, 
to  enjoy  the  Radio  programmes  ;  also  to  the  late  Mrs.  Bible  for  an 
X-Ray  Screen  for  the  safety  of  the  operators  in  X-Ray  work. 

Our  Visitors’  Book  at  the  Hospital  continues  to  record  the 
thankfulness  of  patients  and  the  esteem  in  which  the  Staff  is  held.

The  2nd  Smethwick  Boy  Scouts  are  also  thanked  for  their  col¬ 
lection. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Owen  as  before  has  most  generously  undertaken  the 
running  and  supervising  of  our  electric  ligh^  plant  free  of  charge, 
which  is  no  light  job  considering  the  amount  of  current  used  in 
our  X-Ray  work.  He  has  also  driven  our  Ambulance  when 
necessary  free  of  charge.  I  am  sure  everyone  connected  with  the 
Hospital  will  appreciate  his  public  service. 

Church  and  Chapel  Collections. — This  amount  does  not 
seem  to  grow  as  it  should,  and  I  find  that  the  Welsh  Churches  of 
Aberdovey  and  Towyn  supply  i  of  the  amount,  the  only  other 
place  of  worship  in  all  the  districts  which  has  a  collection  for  the 
Hospital  being  the  Congregational  Chapel,  Towyn.

Our  Matron,  Miss  C.  J.  Lewis,  R.R.C.,  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  still 
the  moving  spirit  of  the  Institution,  and  one  cannot  praise  her 
administration,  energy  and  practical  economy  too  highly.

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RULES. 


Title. 

I.  'Fhe  J-lospital  shall  be  known  as  “The  Towyn  and  District  War 
Memorial  Cottage  Hospital,”  and  membership  shall  consist  of  all  annual 
subscribers  of  5/-  and  upwards  ;  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Ministers 
whose  churches  make  an  annual  collection  towards  the  funds  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  All  donors  of  £$o  and  upwards  shall  be  constituted  Life  Members. 


Managing  Committee. 

2.  The  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee  consisting  of  Pres¬ 
ident,  Vice-Presidents,  two  County  Red  Cross  Members,  Chairman,  the 
.Medical  Staff,  Hon.  Secretary  and  Hon.  Treasurer,  seven  Towyn  Members 
elected  annually  at  the  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  to  be  called  on  the 
I  ith  day  of  November  (Armistice  Day) ;  five  Members  elected  by  the  Local 
Committee  of  Aberdovey  ;  and  two  each  by  the  Local  Committees  of 
Abergynolwyn,  Llwyngwril,  Bryncrug,  Bwlch,  and  Llanegryn.  Five  to 
form  a  quorum. 

3.  The  Hospital  Buildings  and  Land  are  vested  in  Trustees.  Any  vac-  ■ 
ancy  occurring  in  Trustees  to  be  filled  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  furni¬ 
ture  and  other  Hospital  property  shall  be  vested  in  the  Committee  for  the 
time  being. 

4.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  convened  by  notices  in  the  local  press  - 
and  by  announcement  at  the  places  of  worship  in  the-district. 

5.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  meet  in  the  first  week  of  each 
month. 

6.  An  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  and  a  Balance  Sheet  of  receipts 
and  expenditure  shall  be  published  by  the  Committee  and  forwarded  to 
everyone  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

7.  Annual  subscriptions  shall  become  due  on  November  ist. 

8.  No  one  whose  annual  subscription  is  unpaid  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  , 

at  the  General  Meeting.  . .  .  . 

9.  The  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  all  duly  qualified  practitioners  resi¬ 
dent  within  the  district  who  are  whiling  to  give  their  services  and  who 
have  been  in  residence  three  months. 

10.  There  is  no  out-patient  department  to  the  Hospital  at  present. 

11.  Patients  to  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  by  the  written  authority  of 
any  of  the  Medical  Staff  only. 

12.  No  infectious,  mental,  tubercular,  or  chronic  cases  can  be  admitted, 
or  cases  suitable  for  workhouse  infirmary. 

13.  All  cases  of  accident  will  be  admitted  immediately. 

14.  All  patients  must  have  a  complete  change  of  under-clothing  on  ad¬ 
mission,  and  they  or  their  friends  must  be  responsible  for  their  washing. 

15.  Visitors  may  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday 
afternoons  from  2  to  4  p.m. 

16.  Insured  patients  are -expected  to  contribute  at  least  the  amount  of 
their  insurance,  but  eai'h  case  will  be  jiuiged  on  its  merits. 
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17-  Other  patients  admitted  to  public  wards  shall  pay  30/-  per  week. 
One  guinea  will  be  charged  for  each  operation.  Payments  to  be  made  to 
the  Matron,  who  will  give  an  official  receipt.  Private  patients  admitted 
to  public  wards  should  arrange  with  their  own  doctor  for  medical  attend¬ 
ance. 

18.  At  the  request  of  a  patient,  a  Minister  of  any  denomination  has  the 
free  entry  of  the  Hospital  at  any  time. 

19.  Patients  to  be  discharged  by  the  authority  of  the  doctor  m  attend¬ 
ance,  given  either  verbally  or  in  writing  to  the  Matron. 

20.  The  Matron  shall  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  the  Hospital 
and  shall  collect  fees  payable  by  patients.  She  shall  have  charge  of  all 
linen,  bedding,  towels,  etc.,  and  keep  a  correct  inventory  of  the  same  for 
production  when  required  by  the  Committee,  and  shall  carry  out  such 
other  duties  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine;  and 
shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  have  power  to  engage 
and  dismiss  servants  of  the  Hospital.  Her  engagement  shall  be  termin¬ 
ated  by  three  months’  notice. 

21.  All  bills  and  accounts  shall  be  paid  by  the  Hon.  Treasurer  after 
having  been  submitted  to  approval  by  the  Managing  Committee. 

22.  In  any  case  of  doubt  or  dispute  a  full  Committee  shall  be  called, 
and  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

23.  The  relatives  and  friends  of  patients  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  them 
at  such  times  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Committee  may  from 
time  to  iime  determine. 

24.  A  book  shall  be  kept  at  the  Hospital  which  visitors  and  patients  are 
invited  to  sign,  and,  if  they  choose,  to  make  any  helpful  suggestions  or 
observations. 

25.  This  Memorial  Hospital  has  been  erected  to  supply  the  needs  of  the 
following  districts  : — Towyn,  Aberdovey,  Pennal,  Bryncrug,  Cwrt,  Llan- 
egryn,  Abergynolwyn,  Bwlch,  Llwyngwril ;  but  patients  can  be  admitted 
from  outside  the  Hospital  area,  increased  payment  will,  however,  be 
expected. 

26.  Private  ward  cases  admitted  at  £2,  3s.  od.  per  week  and  payment  of 
own  nurse  on  night  duty,  and  payment  for  attendance. 

27.  Gratuities  are  not  to  be  given  by  patients  to  the  Staff.  Any  contri¬ 
bution  will  be  gladly  received  in  the  Hospital  box. 

28.  These  Rules  can  be  altered  or  added  to  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee. 
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
